So Long, Harry 


When screenwriter Steve 
Kloves took the job of adapting 
the first Harry Potter book, 
author J.K. Rowling was a 


little skeptical. “I was really ready to 
hate this Steve Kloves, actually—this 
was the man who was gonna butcher my 
baby,” Rowling told EW. “The first time 

I met him, he said to me, ‘You know who 
my favorite character is?’ And I thought, 
‘You're gonna say Ron. I know you’re 
gonna say Ron.’ But he said Hermione. 
And I just kind of melted.” 


So did we. Harry Potter and the 
Sorcerer’s Stone hit theaters in 
November 2001 and lived up to just 
about every artistic and commercial 
expectation. Arriving two months 
after 9/11, Harry’s timeless coming- 
of-age journey—rich with themes of 
loyalty, courage, and good versus 
evil—took on even deeper subtext 
and resonance for American audi- 
ences. But mostly, of course, it was 
the start of a really good yarn, pro- 
duced by Rowling’s awe-inspiring 
imagination and skill, and given 
full justice by a series of talented 
filmmakers in eight movies. Mirac- 
ulously, there’s not a lemon in the 
bunch. (Also miraculously, the orig- 
inal cast is still intact, and not one of 
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them has ever pulled a Lindsay.) The 
magazine you're holding is EW’s 16th 
Potter cover, a celebration of the 
movies, the actors, the directors, 
and all the creative forces behind 
one of the greatest franchises in 
Hollywood history. The final Potter 
movie (get out your handkerchiefs) 
opens on July 15. But will this be our 
final Potter cover? I hope not—if 
only because Harry still has one 
more cover to go in order to tie Julia 
Roberts’ record. Go for it, Harry!

new guy. T'V can’t always offer hefty 
salaries to film stars who transition to 
the small screen—unless, of course, 
your name is Ashton Kutcher, and you’re 
replacing the industry’s highest-paid 
actor. That’s why Mr. Demi Moore is

expected to command 
upwards of $1 million 
per episode when he 
takes over for Charlie 
Sheen on CBS’ hit 
comedy Two and a 
Half Men this fall. 

Fortunately for the networks, it 
doesn’t take the promise of seven 
figures per episode to lure big names 
to prime time. The pool of talent was 
larger than ever this development 
season, mostly because the movie 
business has changed significantly in 
the past few years. “There are no 
middle movies to do,” says one TV 
studio topper. “There are either giant 
tentpole or indie films. [That means] 
there are a lot of the guys who can’t 
open a movie but would help make a 
movie a lot of money. So there are 
more film stars sniffing around.” 

It also helped that many of the pilots 
that got picked up for fall—Prime Suspect,

Who’s Winning 
The Cloud Race? 


BEST BUY JOINED the cloud crowd last 
hs « week, announcing the soft launch of its 
PDA Music Cloud service. And as with so many of 
the entrants in this relatively new but crowded 
mar’ sist incudine heavyweights like Amazon and Google—the 
forecast is looking rather stormy, thanks to impending compe- 
tition from Apple's eagerly awaited iCloud service (due this fall). 
For the uninitiated, cloud storage services let consumers 
upload files—music, video, photos, ebooks, whatever—from a 
PC, smartphone, or tablet to far-flung servers that can be 
accessed anywhere. The biggest appeal for most users is the 
ability to store, access, and stream their entire music collection. 
(Think of it as a jukebox in the sky.) So what gives iCloud 
an edge over Music Cloud, Amazon’s Cloud Drive, or Google’s 
Music Beta? Those services haven't locked down licensing 
agreements from the major record labels, meaning that new 
users will have to manually upload their music library to their 
digital “locker” in the ether, a process that can take days or 
even weeks. But Apple’s iTunes Match software ($25 a year) 
will scan your song library and then upload only the songs that 
don’t already exist in Apple’s own ginormous 18-million-strong 
song catalog, making the entire process near-instantaneous. 
In fact, the biggest threat to iCloud isn’t a cloud service at 
all. It’s beloved Pandora Radio (which has raked in a couple 
hundred million bucks since its June IPO). While iCloud 
and its competitors allow subscribers to access their own 
music on the go, Pandora offers up all of its music collection 
(about a million songs and growing) instantly and free. And 
that price tag may just be enough to give it an edge. —Jon Chase

BY THE TIME summer is over, Cory Monteith, who plays nice-guy jock Finn 
Hudson on Glee, will have wrapped his second concert tour for the Fox series 
and appeared in two films, Monte Carlo (out July1) and Glee the 3D Concert Movie 
(out Aug, 12). In Monte Carlo—a teen comedy starring Selena Gomez, Leighton 
Meester, and Katie Cassidy—the 29-year-old Monteith plays Cassidy's boy- 
friend, Owen, andis one of the few malesin the flick. “Just how Ilike it,” he says 
witha laugh. “Owen is someone! think the Glee audience could relate to” The 
actor shot the movie in Europe shortly after he and his fellow Gleeks wrapped 
their initial concert tour last summer. “I gotta say, I took almost every oppor- 
tunity I had to disappear and travel,” he says. “I saw 10 countries in a month” 
Monteith says his ultimate goal is “to make the transition from television to film.” 
and to that end he’s currently developinga 
“workplace-caper comedy,” which he plans 
to starin and produce for 20th Century 
Fox. The actor is also hoping to squeeze 
in astarring role in the indie thriller 
Somebody Else before he returns to 
the Glee setin August to begin shoot- 
ing the third season. This could be 
Monteith’s final year on the Fox hit, as 
co-creator Ryan Murphy has made it 
clear he wants to graduate many of the 
show’s characters by the end of the sea- 
son, But Monteith doesn’t seem too 
worried about his future. Says the actor, 
“T'm thrilled with how the show’s done 
and with the opportunities it’s provided 
me, but at the same time I’m excited about 
doing other things.”

A Stealth Wedding 
for Daniel Craig 
and Rachel Weisz 


James Bond has pulled off his most covert mission 

yet: keeping his high-profile wedding a secret. British 
stars Daniel Craig, 43, and Rachel Weisz, 40, have 
married, a rep for the actress confirms. The debonair 
couple reportedly wed in a small private ceremony in 
New York on June 22 in front of just four people: Craig's 
18-year-old daughter, Ella; Weisz’s 5-year-old son, 
Henry; and two friends, who served as witnesses. Since 
the Bond actor and Oscar-winning actress (The 
Constant Gardener) began dating late last year, they 
have worked hard to keep their relationship out of the 
public eye. This is the second marriage for Craig, who 
was married to Fiona Loudon in the early 1990s, and 
the first for Weisz, who was engaged to Black Swan 
director Darren Aronofsky (the father of her son)

Peter Falk was a master at exits, In fact, he would 
sometimes make several of them during a 
single scene, especially when playing Lieutenant 
Columbo, the bumblingly brilliant 1970s TV 
detective that will always be the actor's best- 
remembered role. Columbo would be halfway 
out the door, hover for a perfectly timed beat— 
“There's just one more thing,” he would mumble, 
tapping a finger to his forehead—then turn back 
to unravel the mystery of the week by pointing to 
a tiny overlooked clue. Part of the fun was 
watching the villains realize they'd been 
undone by a guy who looked like a bum and 
talked like he had “borrowed Marton Brando’ 
chewing gum,” which is how The New York 
Times once described his gravelly voice. 

Falk died on June 23 in Beverly Hills, at age 
83, reportedly after a long struggle with 


Peter Falk in 1986.» 


Alzheimer’s, But even before he slipped into 
Columbo's wrinkly raincoat (the show ran 

until 1978, with the character coming back for 
several TV movies), he'd already built a 
remarkable career for an actor who was only 
about 5 foot 6 and had a glass eye. Falk was 
nominated for an Oscar in 1960 for his role in 
Murder, Inc, and nominated again in 1961 for 
Frank Capra’s Pocketful of Miracles. He 
played a cabbie in the 1963 classic /t’s a Mad 
Mad, Mad, Mad World, and sang with the Rat 
Pack in 1963's Robin and the Seven Hoods. 
But the role that became his signature was 
the gumshoe with bad posture and the stubby 
cigar. “Being chased by Columbo is like being 
nibbled to death by a duck,” Falk once said. For 
the audience, however, watching him play 
Columbo was one of the most enjoyable teases 
on TV. There was something about his down- 
to-earth demeanor that made Falk irresistible 
in the role. And it’s what makes his final exit so 
sad for so many fans. —BENJAMIN SVETKEY

Rescue Me his own awards show. And the Denny goes to... 


WELL, IT’S ALMOST EMMY TIME AGAIN, or as I like to call it, Put On a Tux 
and Watch Tina Fey Talk Night. I love Tina and her costar Alec Baldwin, but 
between the two of them they have enough Emmys to outfit all the other Baldwin 
brothers plus every guy named Alec in the tristate area. I’m 0 for 4 at the Emmys 
and 0 for 2 at the Golden Globes—which means I’m batting .000 at awards shows, 
well below baseball’s Mendoza Line (so-named for shortstop Mario Mendoza’s 
lifetime batting average of .215, and a bellwether for futility). But I’m okay with that. 
I lost to great actors like Kiefer Sutherland and James Spader and Ian McShane, 
and I got to smoke cigarettes with Mickey Rourke and Anjelica Huston and 
accidentally step on Sandra Bullock’s dress and get a hug from Kate Hudson 
(which left residual glitter) and shoulder-bump Steve Carell—which transferred 
residual Kate Hudson Residual Glitter from me to him, which may be why he 
hasn’t come near me since.

Actors, writers, 
designers, rock stars, athletes, and even inbred, blow-dried dogs have their own 
shows. So I’m starting my own: the Dennys. It features no glitter, no glamour, no 
douchey actors who spend eight hours grooming their facial stubble so it looks like 
they didn’t spend four minutes shaving. It’s for real people doing real things.

So Long, Harry 


nce upon a time, 
it was easy to be 
cynical about 
the Harry Potter 
movie franchise. 
When Harry Potter 
and the Sorcerer’s 
Stone was in production back in 2000, 
there were those in Hollywood who 
viewed Warner Bros. adaptations of J.K. 
Rowling’s novels as “easy money” —as if 
making blockbuster cinema out of a 
global kid-lit phenomenon were a simple 
magic trick. And there were those who 
believed that telling a single epic story 
in seven-plus films over the span of 
a decade was doomed to fail for any 
number of reasons: The fan base was 
bound to lose its passion. Quality 


has never ebbed. In fact, Potter’s grosses 
surged anew in the wake of the third 
film, 2004’s Harry Potter and the Prisoner 
of Azkaban, a thrilling creative showcase 
for director Alfonso Cuarén. And thanks 
to the protective, nurturing environ- 
ment built by producer David Heyman 
at Leavesden Studios, a crumbling for- 
mer airplane-manufacturing plant near 
London that is as vast and drafty as Hog- 
warts itself, Daniel Radcliffe, Emma 
Watson, and Rupert Grint not only sur- 
vived the franchise but flourished. 
Watching the three young stars blossom 
became another windfall of the Potter 
entertainment experience. Unless you 
were a Death Eater, it was impossible 
not to cheer.

“If they had cast American actors 
or put cheerleaders at Hogwarts—and all these hideous ideas 
were indeed being pitched and discussed at the time—Harry 
Potter would have been one movie, not a series. It would have 
died.” Further proof of how extraordinarily unique the series 
is: the graveyard of post-Potter page-to-screen fantasies that 
tried (and failed) to duplicate its success. Lemony Snicket. 
Eragon. Legend of the Seeker. The City of Ember. “It comes 
down to one simple thing: seven brilliantly written books,” 
says Columbus. “Jo wrote something that never needed to be 
‘fixed’ to be made into movies, just interpreted. With all due 

respect to those authors, their books just aren’t as good.” 
The Harry Potter phenomenon is not going to disapparate 
when the final film hits theaters. Rowling’s boy wizard has 
become as entrenched in the global pop firmament as Luke 
Skywalker, Batman, and Mickey Mouse. Toys, DVDs, a one- 
year-old theme park in Orlando, the ambitious new website 
Pottermore, developed by Rowling herself (see sidebar), and, 
yes, the books will keep the brand alive for generations. For 
the young man whose boyish face will always be attached to 
this iconic enterprise, there is nothing but gratitude. 
“Harry Potter has given me everything,” says Radcliffe, “and 
I suspect it will continue to bring me much for years to come. 
I'll always be grateful for it.” Have we seen the last of Harry 
at the cineplex? Some Potterphiles dream of future stories 
suggested by the epilogue to Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows, a series that—SPOILER ALERT!—might be 
dubbed Harry Potter: The Next Generation. But Potter’s cine- 
matic stewards are fairly certain that this eighth film will be 
the last. “I know I wouldn’t want to do Harry Potter Goes to 
Business School,” says Heyman. “At least, not unless Jo writes 
it.”

And Emma was just this precocious, 
bright 10-year-old. She was Hermione. 
Did we have the vision and foresight to 
know they would develop into these 
incredible actors and stars? No. That’s 
just pure dumb luck. 

TOM FELTON, Draco Malfoy The very first 
audition, they just lined us all up and 
asked us which bits of the book we were 
looking forward to in the film. I hadn’t 
read the book, so I said the same as the 
guy next to me—which Chris Columbus 
saw through in a heartbeat. I think my 
ability to lie was half the reason I was 
offered Draco. 

MATTHEW LEWIS, Neville Longbottom At my 
audition, I was given a ticket stub that 
said I was number 748 in the queue. We 
waited four and a half hours. My mom 
was like, “Can we go now? I will buy you 
a McDonald’s if you wanna go.” I was 
such a huge fan of the books, I said I 
wouldn't leave. 

HEYMAN Richard Harris had told us no 
when we initially asked him to play 
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Dumbledore. But when his granddaugh- 
ter said she would never speak to him 
again if he didn’t take the part, the choice 
was a very easy one for him to make. 
ROBBIE COLTRANE, Hagrid It was in the 
papers before I ever knew anything about 
it. Myson and his pals said, “[J.K. Rowling 
says] you're playing Hagrid.” 

Filming on Harry Potter and the Sorcerer’s 
Stone began in October 2000 at England’s 
Leavesden Studios, a converted WWII air- 
craft factory that would house such sets as 
Hogwarts, the Weasley Burrow, and Hagrid’s 
hut for the next decade. 

IAN HART, Professor Quirrell Usually [on a 
film set] when you open a door, behind it

is some steel and maybe some pipes. But 
they built the Potter sets so that if you 
opened the door to one room, it went to 
the next room. On days when I didn’t 
have anything to shoot, I’d just wander 
around and discover new rooms. 

JULIE WALTERS, Mrs. Weasley The knitting 
machine that knitted itself—that was 
actually a machine that knitted itself. Lots 
of things that people thought were some 
kind of camera trick actually worked. 
EMMA WATSON, Hermione Granger One of 
the hardest things about working 
in Leavesden was that people always 
needed to know where you were. Espe- 
cially when I was younger, that used to 
drive me nuts. So I used to hide from the 
assistant directors, who were given the 
task of knowing my whereabouts every 
single moment of the day. There was an 
orchard, a line of apple trees, on one part 
of the grounds. I would go down and walk 
around there. Those poor ADs! They 
must have had nervous breakdowns 
whenever I would disappear. 

Among his many challenges—capturing 
Rowling’s whimsy, appeasing fans, 
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organizing a cast of hundreds—the great- 
est for Columbus may have been coaching 
his young, inexperienced stars. 

COLUMBUS In terms of getting what the 
performances needed from them, it was 
the Chris Columbus School of Acting, 
which I haven’t opened up since. 
RADCLIFFE I don’t think what I was 
doing in the first two films could really 
be called acting. 


GRINT The first few films, I don’t think 
I took it that seriously, to be honest. 
I just read my lines and had fun, really. 
HART Kids that young can only be 
worked for, like, 40 minutes [at a time]. 
So you shoot all their footage, and then 
they turn the camera around to you and 
you only get one take. It’s almost like 
you're doing theater. 

ALAN RICKMAN, Severus Snape I’d arrive on 
the set in full costume and makeup as 
Snape. There’s something about that 
costume, and putting in the black lenses 
and putting on the wig. I was very aware 
that they were confronted by the Snape- 
ness of me—and so it took a while for 
them to know that there was somebody 
else underneath it all. 

Released on Nov. 16, 2001, Harry Potter and 
the Sorcerer’s Stone broke box office 
records, grossing more than $974 million 
worldwide. The series’ second chapter, 
Harry Potter and the Chamber of Secrets, 
began production three days later. Despite 
the nearly back-to-back schedule, Columbus 
and others noticed their young actors’ 
growth—both physical and professional. 
RICKMAN I'd shoot for eight weeks, and 
then eight months would go by, and [I’d

come back and] they’d all be a foot taller. 
And God knows what had gone on in 
their lives in that period! [Laughs] 
WALTERS One day Chris Columbus said 
he had just been in the cutting room, and 
he’d seen Rupert go into the invisibility 
cloak talking [high-pitched] like this and 
come out talking [griffly] like this! 

GRINT I recently saw my screen test again 
when they put the footage on one of the 
DVDs. I can’t believe how much I’ve 
changed. My voice! So young. 

COLUMBUS You'll notice the first couple 
movies were full of cuts. We don’t stay on 
the [child] actors for a long time. We 
couldn't! 

KENNETH BRANAGH, Gilderoy Lockhart In the 
middle of [Chamber of Secrets], I went off 
to play Shakespeare’s Richard III in the 
theater. So for three or four months 
beforehand, I was learning the lines dur- 
ing my [downtime]. Dan would come up 
and say, “Can I test you on them?” That 
was kind of a sight: small, enthusiastic 
Dan Radcliffe testing hunchback, bouf- 
fant Kenneth Branagh doing Richard III 
while we waited for the next part of the 
Quidditch match to be ready. 

JASON ISAACS, Lucius Malfoy By the time I 
arrived on the second film, the kids were 
more than a match for me. I remember 
on my first day improvising a line around 
Daniel: “Let us hope Mr. Potter will 


always be around to save the day.” And 
he stepped forward and stared me down 
and said, “Don’t worry, I will be.” It just 
sent a chill right down me.

Potter Finds 
Its Voice 
By 2002, the world was under Harry’s 
spell. Chamber of Secrets banked a 
Gringotts-breaking $878 million world- 
wide, while Rowling’s first four books took 
up residency at the top of best-seller charts. 
But Columbus surprised fans by leaving 
the director’s chair, and Alfonso Cuaron, 
best known for 2001’s sexually graphic 
Y Tu Mama También, came in to helm 
Harry Potter and the Prisoner of Azka- 
ban. Under the Mexican filmmaker’s guid- 
ance, the series became darker, more 
complex, and stronger (even if the cast kept 
its sense of humor). 

COLUMBUS After [shooting] two films of 
160 days each back-to-back, it became 
difficult to even brush my teeth in the 
morning. 

HEYMAN Alfonso helped show us how to 
tell the story from Harry’s point of view, 
how to put aside the things that had 
nothing to do with Harry in order to find 
a cinematic structure. He reoriented the

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films in a way that allowed us to continue 
them for many years to come. 

WATSON On the first two movies, I was 
very much a child and had my hand held 
all the way through it. But Alfonso didn’t 
baby us so much. He expected a lot 
more. For the first time, I felt, “Oh! I’m 
an actress. I have a job!” 

RADCLIFFE When I worked with Gary 
Oldman in the third film, I started to see 
what was possible with acting, and how 
important it is to be fearless and bold. 
Because that’s what I saw in Gary. 
DAVID THEWLIS, Remus Lupin In the Shriek- 
ing Shack scene, where it’s a Reservoir 
Dogs-type wand standoff with Alan Rick- 
man, Gary Oldman, Timothy Spall, and 
me, it was hard for us not to laugh, just 
because we're basically threatening each 
other with a knitting needle. Obviously 
youre aware it’s going to look awesome 
when they put in the lightning bolts com- 
ing out of it, but you still feel a little silly. 
The third film also marked the first appear- 
ance of Michael Gambon as Dumbledore. 
Richard Harris, who originated the role, died 
of lymphatic cancer in 2002 at age 72. 
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KLOVES During 
the last week 
Richard Harris 
was alive, he was 
being taken out of a hotel to the hospital. 
And he shouted to the people eating at the 
restaurant: “It was the food!” [Laughs] 
That’s how sharp he was at the end. 
HEYMAN The passing of Richard Harris 
was a key moment early in the series. 
Alfonso looked far and wide to find 
someone to replace someone as irre- 
placeable as Richard Harris, and he cast 
Michael Gambon. What I love about 
what Michael did, very early on, was give 
a performance that paid tribute to 
Richard by adding a slight Irish lilt to his 
accent, but at the same time made 
Dumbledore all his own. 

One Potter film proved enough for Cuaron. 
(‘I don’t want anything to do with film- 
making for a long time,” the exhausted 
director told EW in 2004.) His replacement 
for 2005's Harry Potter and the Goblet of 
Fire? British filmmaker Mike Newell 
(Four Weddings and a Funeral). 

MIKE NEWELL, Director Warner Bros. asked 


what the movie was going to be like, and 
I said, “A conspiracy thriller like Three 
Days of the Condor.” It wasn’t a cute little 
kiddie story anymore. Danger had been 
sort of jokey up to that point, but now it 
was lethal. 

LEWIS Even on take 14 or 15, Mike would 
say, “Put your back into it, you’re not 
doing it,” and it was a kick up the ass. I 
love that. 

HEYMAN Mike was our first British 
director. One of the things I love about 
the fourth film is that it really feels like 
you're at a British school, which is what 
Hogwarts was. 

DAVID YATES, Director of the final four films I 
went to visit the set to get a sense of 
what I would be dealing with [on Order 
of the Phoenix]. Mike Newell had one 
crew shooting in one corner of Leaves- 
den and.the second shooting in the 
other—I remember getting sweaty 
palms watching all of it. 
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Throughout filming, J.K. Rowling spilled 
few secrets about the saga’s eventual end. 
The steady release of new books—all global 
best-sellers—meant that the cast often 
learned their characters’ fates at the same 
time as the rest of the world. 

/ELL Lasked Rowling about the ending. 
She was not prepared to tell—even to her 
daughter, who was about 7 or 8 at that 
stage. Her daughter came into the room 
[during one meeting] and said, “It’s going 
to be so-and-so, isn’t it, Mummy?” And 
Rowling said, “I’ve told you that I can’t 
tell you those things, and I don’t want 
you to ask anymore.” 

\ I had a conversation with Jo 
Rowling where she told me one small clue 
about Snape—which I swore I would 
never, ever share with anybody. She obvi- 
ously knew where [the story] was going. 
Meanwhile, Pottermania was reaching a 
fever pitch—and changing the lives of the 
films’ stars forever.

WARWICK DAVIS, Professor Flitwick & Griphook 
When we started the first film with the 
kids, I could basically look them in the 
eyes.

OF ALL THE PIVOTAL moments in 
the final Harry Potter movie, the one 
that weighed most heavily on Daniel 
Radcliffe was a quiet one: Harry’s solo 
trek through the Forbidden Forest for 
an unexpected reunion with loved ones who died so he could 
live. His father, James. His mother, Lily. His godfather, Sirius 
Black. “It was a very hard day, just because it was so 
emotional, and because I had built it up so much in my 
head,” says Radcliffe of the scene shot on the soundstages 
of Leavesden Studios. “It’s a moment that so many fans of 
the book talk about, so I knew it was important to them, and 
I took it upon myself to deliver it.” 

Harry Potter and the Deathly Hallows—Part 2 (out July 15; 
rated PG-13) follows Harry’s continued quest to destroy magical 
objects holding pieces of Voldemort’s soul (not to mention the 
Dark Lord himself). The film features no shortage of climactic 
scenes. Chief among them: Harry and Voldemort’s battle at 
Hogwarts. “This is a war movie,” says Rupert Grint, who plays 
Harry’s right-hand man, Ron Weasley, in the $200 million-plus 
production. “Lots of things blowing up. Lots of bodies buried 
in the rubble.” If you’re even a little fuzzy on your Horcruxes 
and Deathly Hallows, you might want to bone up on your 
Potter—screenwriter Steve Kloves says 
the final movie hits the ground running. 
“Ever since Harry Potter and the Goblet of 
Fire, we’ve talked about our obligation to the 
audience in terms of summary,” says Kloves. 
“Once we got to Deathly Hallows, we all 
agreed: The price of admission is that you 
know where we are in the story based on 
what we've presented in the movies.” 

And for a few dollars more, you can get a 
3-D experience, too—something director 
David Yates feels he didn’t have the time to 
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Ron (Rupert Grint) 
>and Hermioné 
(Emma Watson) 


pull off for Deathly Hallows—Part 1. (“We 
didn’t get enough shots of sufficient stan- 
dard,” he says.) Don’t expect a gimmicky 
approach to the technology, though. “I 
wasn’t too keen on the kind of 3-D where 
things pop out of the screen,” says Yates. “I 
was more interested in adding greater 
depth to scenes that deal with environ- 
ments with great scale and space.” Look 
for extra-rich detail in a scene set inside 
Hogwarts’ massive Room of Requirement 
and in an action sequence with Harry, Ron, 
and Hermione (Emma Watson) escaping 
Gringotts Bank on the back of a dragon. _ 

One thing filmgoers won't see in any dimension is Harry in 
the buff. In one of the most discussed passages in J.K. Rowling’s 
novel—SPOILER ALERT!—a temporarily deceased and 
totally naked Harry lands in limbo for a chat with Dumbledore’s 
ghost in a heavenly version of King’s Cross train station in 
London. In the film, Yates promises, Harry is clothed: “I 
thought it would be a tad distracting otherwise.” Yates also 
reshot the film’s 19-years-later epilogue last December after 
jettisoning his first attempt because he felt the aging makeup 
he’d originally had on the stars was too heavy-handed. The 
stars agreed. “I looked really overweight, and with this weird 
feathered hairpiece they put on me, I looked like a mutant 
Donald Trump,” says Grint. “It didn’t work at all.” The director 
ended up using less makeup—and subtle digital effects—to 
convey the illusion of Harry and friends in their late 30s. 

As for Watson, she faced her own challenges during the 
finale, estimating that she spent a third of the shoot soaking 
wet, as the story demands. But she loved how her normally 
uptight character got to become a little unleashed. “It was 
great fun to finally play a cut-loose version of Hermione, 
who’s all like, ‘Well, screw it! I just rode a dragon! I’m prob- 
ably going to die! I might as well just kiss Ron!’ She has 
nothing to lose. None of us have anything to lose. Because 
it’s the end, you 
know?” Sadly, we 
do. —Jeff Jensen

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THE FIRST SCENE Daniel Radcliffe ever 
shot as Harry Potter was the very last scene 
in Harry Potter and the Sorcerer’s Stone. It was 
Oct. 2, 2000, in Goathland, England, a tiny 
village whose quaint railway stop doubled as 
Hogsmeade Station. For his first day wearing 
the boy wizard’s glasses and lightning-bolt 
scar, the 11-year-old Londoner had to board 
the Hogwarts Express alongside Rupert 
Grint and Emma Watson. Radcliffe was no 
stranger to movie sets; he had just made 
David Copperfield and The Tailor of Panama. 
And yet his previous experience could not 
prepare him for the moment when he saw 
a mob of extras—150 kids, all dressed in 
Hogwarts robes—staring in their direction. 
In that instant, Radcliffe says he felt most 
unmagical. “I remember everyone looking 
at us and going, ‘Oh my God. That’s him,” 
recalls the actor, who turns 22 this month. 
“T was a kid, among other kids. To be ‘special’ 
just because I had been picked for this part 
was just...bizarre.” 

Radcliffe is still very much a humble lad, 
though he’s earned the right to feel distin- 
guished. Emphasis on the word earned. The 
Harry Potter films brought Radcliffe fame 
and riches. But what’s remarkable is how he 
used his decade of playing Harry to stretch 
as a person and as an actor. His defining 
memories of the franchise aren’t about film- 
ing Quidditch scenes or kissing Bonnie 
Wright. Instead, he remembers how Alfonso 
Cuar6n instilled in him a passion for cinema, 
or the time Gary Oldman taught him the 
bass line to the Beatles’ “Come Together.” In

2007, Radcliffe spent his break between 
Potter films laying himself bare—emotionally 
and physically—in an acclaimed London 
stage revival of Equus. (He brought the play 
to Broadway in 2008.) “We were so proud of 
Dan,” says Potter producer David Barron. 
“He has such a huge appetite to learn and 
grow. It was the same kind of pride as 
watching your own children flourish.” 
Radcliffe—who completed his formal 
education via tutors—credits his costars 
for his personal growth, citing in partic- 
ular the brother-sister relationship with 
Emma Watson. They certainly argued like 
siblings—but in a good way, about politics, 
religion, and art. Says Watson: “William 
Blake, who is one of my favorite poets, wrote, 
‘Without contraries is no progression.’

Weasley. “There was no question,” says direc- 
tor Chris Columbus, who cast her. “She was 
Hermione.” Today, the sophisticated little girl 
(who used to decorate her dressing room 
with stuffed animals) is a sophisticated young 
woman who quotes William Blake, stumps for 
fair trade, and is puzzling through her identity 
post-Hermione. “I have spent more of my life 
being someone else than I have being myself,” 
says Watson, 21, who famously commemo- 
rated the end of Potter by adopting a stylish 
pixie ‘do. “I’ve always had a strong sense of 
who I am, of what I want, but I do need to 
spend more time figuring that out.” 

Watson has taken a thoughtful approach 
to her life and work. Of the three Potter leads, 
she took the most time before signing a con- 
tract to do the last three films. She wasn’t 
always sure she wanted to be an actress. 
According to producer David Barron, the 
shooting schedule for the final two films was 
organized around Watson’s studies at Brown 
University, where she enrolled in 2009. But 
juggling Potter and college took its toll. 
After spending a week of her Christmas 
holiday last year doing reshoots, Watson 
took a leave from Brown. “I don’t want to 
compromise anything,” she says. “I want 
to give a proper goodbye to 10 years of work 
and then resume my studies later.” 

One thing’s for certain: She plans to con- 
tinue acting. Watson is currently shooting an 
adaptation of Stephen Chbosky’s 1999 coming- 
of-age novel, The Perks of Being a Wallflower. 
“This feels big. I’m excited and nervous and 
can’t wait to see what moviemaking outside 
of Harry Potter is like,” says the actress, who 
also recently signed on as a face of Lancdme 
cosmetics. “I want to choose projects that 
mean something to me,” she continues, 
acknowledging that her Potter paychecks 
enable her to be pickier than most young stars. 
“Film is an incredibly powerful medium, and 
filmmakers have the power to affect the way 
people think about the future. I would love to 
play a part in that. I don’t know everything,” 
she says matter-of-factly. “I have so much to 
learn. And I couldn’t be more excited about 
that.”

It’s only appropriate 
that Harry's nemesis 
possess a wand as evil 
as the Dark Lord 
himself.

These two 
wands weren't the 
only ones that had to 
be unique: Every single 
character's has its 
own specific look. 
“Over the years, it was 
becoming more and 
more difficult to think 
up different designs 
and shapes for each of 
them,” says Wilkinson. 
“Some had to have 
notches on them, and 
twists, and carvings.” 
The team also had to 
make wands that 
worked for close-ups 
as well as more 
durable ones for 
action scenes.

ED HAIR. Big family.

“I 
had always felt a connection to Ron.” 
Perhaps it’s because both guys are a bit 
eccentric. Those who know Grint—the oldest 
of five siblings—will tell you about his pet 
teacup pigs, the Mr. Whippy ice cream truck 
he drives around for fun, his passion for the 
art of the late curly-haired PBS painting 
instructor Bob Ross. “I’ve never been to 
Rupert’s house,” says Daniel Radcliffe, “but 
I’ve always imagined it to be a little like 
Pee-wee Herman’s home. I just picture him 
waking up every morning, then sliding 
down a waterslide to the breakfast table.” 
“T have always enjoyed things that are a 
little different, a little odd,” admits Grint, 
who quit school at 16 to focus on acting. 
He’s chosen his non-Potter roles accord- 
ingly. The 22-year-old actor has appeared 
in several British indie films in recent 
years, including the edgy drama Cherry- 
bomb and the action comedy Wild Target. It 
was “just for fun, really,” says Grint. “And 
probably for my sanity, too.” He’s currently 
attached to star in a long-gestating biopic 
about Eddie “The Eagle” Edwards, the off- 
beat English ski jumper who became a 
British folk hero during the 1988 Winter 
Olympics.

Se ON OUR FIRST day of 
filming Harry Potter 1, 
we actually began by 
shooting the final scene 
of the film. We were gathered at the 
Hogwarts train station, and every child 
who had been cast was there. Most of 
our young actors had little or no experi- 
ence on a film set. Now put yourself in 
Dan Radcliffe’s shoes. He’s required to 
film an emotional goodbye to Hagrid— 
who is being played not by actor Robbie 
Coltrane but by a former rugby player 
on stilts, wearing a gigantic prosthetic 
Hagrid head. That head, with its dead 
eyes and fixed expression, would chal- 
lenge the abilities of actors with decades 
of film experience. And here was Dan, 
his first day on the set, required to 
deliver an emotional farewell to his

friend and mentor. Dan was fluctuat- 
ing between moments of nervousness 
and excitement. He was having diffi- 
culty raising his head and looking up 
at this daunting face. Finally, I stood 
on a ladder, placed my head directly 
beside the prosthetic Hagrid face, 
and read the off-camera dialogue. We 
did the scene like this many, many 
times. I had Dan perform countless line readings, sometimes 
mimicking my own questionable British accent as I performed as 
Harry Potter. That was how it all began. 

As the weeks rolled by, Dan, Emma, and Rupert began to feel 
more comfortable on camera, and were sometimes able to 
deliver two or three lines in a row without succumbing to fits of 
laughter or loss of focus. The first film was shot in an almost 
documentary style because the actors were so untrained and 
raw. John Seale, our cinematographer, used three, sometimes 
four cameras in certain sequences because the kids’ perfor- 
mances were so unpredictable. That’s why the first film is an 
exercise in rapid editing. We couldn’t stay on the actors for a 
long time because in the very next frame they could be looking 
directly into the camera or giggling. By the second film, the kids 
had transformed into better actors, able to get through five, 
sometimes six lines of dialogue. By the time we got to Prisoner 


of Azkaban, Dan, Rupert, and Emma were able to perform an entire scene in one 
long, continuous take. We had come a long way. 

But the promise of Dan’s brilliance and raw talent was visible on that very first 
day. Following the Hagrid scene, we jumped into the final moment of the picture, 
when Harry, Hermione, and Ron are about to board the Hogwarts Express back 
home. (If you look closely, you'll see that Emma is wearing fake enlarged upper 
teeth, to resemble the Hermione from the novels. We decided to remove the teeth 
after day one because they were making it difficult for us to understand Emma’s 
line readings.) In this scene, Dan is required to look back at Hogwarts and utter

NYONE WHO HAS seen any posters for 
Larry Crowne knows that there’s a middle- 
aged star at the center of this gummy, 
aspirational romantic comedy. I’m talking, 
of course, about the 1983 Yamaha Riva 180 
scooter upon whose banana seat Tom Hanks 
and Julia Roberts perch like vibrant baby 
boomers who have just saved 15 percent on 
motorized-bike insurance. Well-loved Hanks and Roberts 
may be the human horsepower pulling in audiences for 
this middle-of-the-road, recession-era Hollywood diver- 
sion. But when the credits roll after the predetermined 
happy ending, all that is likely to remain in your memory 
is the retro cuteness of that four-stroke Riva 180 and 
the movie's gang of even cooler Italian models into

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whose jaunty company the little scoot falls. 
It’s always nice to get a visit from Tom and 
Julia (even if you’re left wondering when’ 
the gentleman and lady became mature 
ambassadors from the land of gallant pre- 
Twitter celebrity). But just like the generic 
name of the title character, they are too 
easily forgotten here. 

Following a high-saturation prerelease 
promotional campaign, the premise of Larry 
Crowne is already known to millions: Larry 
(Hanks) is fired from his worker-bee job at a 
big-box store on grounds that his lack of a 
college education has made him unpromot- 
able. So he enrolls in community-college 
classes. (Never mind that the enthusiastic 
worker has been Employee of the Month 
nine times over, and that he’s got 20 years of 
US. Navy service behind him.) Anyhow—and 
this is important—for his college commute, 
Larry garages his gas-guzzling SUV in favor 
of the aforementioned mini-wheels, picked 
up at the permanent yard sale run by his 
zany neighbor (Cedric the Entertainer). In 
the way of the ever-so-faintly condescending, 
upbeat big box of a script co-written by Hanks 
and My Big Fat Greek Wedding’s Nia Vardalos, 
we learn random stuff that doesn’t pay off: 
Larry is divorced (with no kids) for unknown 
reasons from a phantom wife; he’s carrying 
a hefty mortgage on his nice suburban house; 
he has a huge, valuable collection of vinyl 
records; and his banker, whose narrative 
job it is to explain to the audience the effect 
of our country’s current economic crisis on 
average folks like Larry, is played by Rita 
Wilson, Mr. Hanks’ likable actual wife. 

As it happens, between the scooter and 
the inspirational American gumption to pick 
himself up and dust himself off, life begins 
looking up for Larry. First, the professor in 
his Welcome Back, Kotter-like public speaking 
class turns out to be Julia Roberts—or 
at least a wry, pretty, unhappily married, 
burned-out teacher named Mercedes into 
whom the real Julia Roberts pours her 
iconic smiles, giggles, moues, and adorable 
throat clearings. (Breaking Bad’s Bryan 
Cranston plays Mercedes’ lemon of 
a husband, a belittled cartoon man given 
absolutely no redeeming qualities and thus 
safely audience-approved for ditching.) Then 
Talia (Gugu Mbatha-Raw from TV’s short- 
lived Undercovers), a perky, sexy classmate 
and fellow scooter enthusiast (she rocks a

rare Italjet Bella Figura), adopts Larry as 
her own personal What Not to Wear project. 
She remakes his image so that, shed of a 
dorky haircut, dorky eyeglasses, dorky khakis, 
and a dorky tucked-in polo shirt, the real 
Tom Hanks inside Larry can shine through. 
Thus does Larry’s inner Hanks soften and 
brighten Mercedes’ inner Roberts. For 
added color, Star Trek’s George Takei plays 
an economics professor who sounds like 
Mr. Sulu. Plus there’s a motor parade! 

Larry Crowne marks Tom Hanks’ first 
work as a director since his delightful That 
Thing You Do! 15 years ago. And now, as then, 
the star demonstrates a generous instinct for 
calm, steady pacing and cleanly framed 
scenes that acknowledge every character's 
place in the whole, whether in the classroom, 
on the streets, or in the working world: 
When, for example, Larry draws on his Navy 
skills to take a job as a short-order cook, 
Hanks the director observes the work of 
every diner employee with genuine interest. 
Such classic decency counts for a lot, making 
it easier for Hanks and his big-name costar 
to blend in as “regular” people, each of whom 
is trying to get out of a rut. It’s easy enough 
to accept the romantic-comedy luck of the 
two finding each another. It’s much tougher, 
and ultimately useless, to buy everything 
else about this fairy tale of self-reinvention 
in a stalled economy. C+

Among the many advantages Transformers: 
Dark of the Moon has going for it is that two 
Transformers movies have preceded this new- 
est, longest, and 3-Deeziest of extravaganzas 
about computerized alien robots and the men 
who shoot and shout at them. By now, not only 
do we know our good-guy Autobots from our 
bad-guy Decepticons, but we also have param- 
eters for the best and the worst we can expect 
from Michael Bay, Hollywood's reigning auteur 
of destruction and babe ogling. (In the inter- 
changeable role of sex doll, Victoria’s Secret 
model Rosie Huntington-Whiteley assumes 
the spot vacated by Megan Fox.) Dark of the 
Moon is hardly a fleet production, but here Bay 
makes his best, most flexible use yet of all the 
flamboyant bigness at his command: Computer- 
drawn characters and human actors seem to 
occupy the same narrative for once.

Before long, it becomes 
apparent that Herbert Terrace, the Columbia 
psychology professor who masterminded the 
project, didn’t plan out his experiment with 
much compassion or care. As Nim is shuttled 
to anew home with new researchers, then an 
animal experimentation facility, Project Nim 
turns unbearably sad.

OW DID Insidious 
(2011, PG-13, 1 hr., 
42 mins.) become 
a springtime sleeper 
hit, grossing 
$538 million off a 
$1.5 million budget? 
Credit the film’s 
democratic mix of 
horror tones. A collaboration between 
the creators of Paranormal Activity 
and Saw, Insidious straddles the line 
between the former’s suggestive freakiness and the 
latter’s gory extravagance. There’s a scare for everyone. 

The setup is simple: A family moves into a new house. 
Spooky things start happening. Mom (Rose Byrne) hears 
an unknown gravelly voice on the baby monitor. Dad 
(Patrick Wilson) is tormented by strange visions. One 
of their children falls into a coma. A stringy-haired 
witchy woman in black occasionally appears outside the 
window. Conclusion: The place is haunted. So the family 
moves into another new home. That’s when things really 
get weird. And even more terrifying. 

It’s easy to explain the appeal of haunted-house flicks. 
As director James Wan says in a bonus featurette, “We 
all live in a space that is our sanctuary, our fortress. The 
concept that you cannot control it is scary.” Movies have 
been mining this primal fear for decades, from the Gothic 
manors of House on Haunted Hill (1959) and The Haunting 
(1963) to the everyday middle-class household of The 
Amityville Horror (1979). The Steven Spielberg-produced 


Poltergeist (1982) pushed the genre into surprisingly inci- 
sive satire. The delirious climax argues that the entire 
suburban ideal is built on a continent-size Indian burial 
ground. Which, by extension, makes America one big 
haunted house. Now, that’s a chilling concept. 

Insidious doesn’t dig as deeply into the emotional terrors of 
domesticity (and bloody U.S. history) as some of its predeces- 
sors did. It’s just out to scare you. And wow, does it ever. The 
film features a veritable parade of nightmarish ghouls, includ- 
ing a dancing boy in newsie attire and a lipstick-faced demon 
(played by Joseph Bishara, who also composed the screechy 
score). Just wait till you see what Wilson has to endure to 
try to save his son from a bleak netherworld. The climactic 
séance, in which a scene-stealing Lin Shaye communicates 
with the spirit world while wearing a WWII-era gas mask, is 
a cover-your-eyes delight. There aren’t too many ; 
but in one of the behind-the-scenes videos, a group of 
background actors in full ghost makeup do a “Thriller”- 
esque dance.

Gilliam’s belief in the evil of 
banality is on full display here, made all the 
more dazzling by Norman Garwood and 
Maggie Gray’s Oscar-nominated art direc- 
tion. (Arterial ductwork slinks through 
the sets like fat gray worms.) No question, 
this is Gilliam’s vision, and Blu-ray makes 
it all look better than ever. Unfortunately, 
the disc features exactly zero EXTRAS, 
which, for a work as singular as this one, 
with such a popcorn-worthy backstory, is 
almost as absurd as the film itself. B+

NYONE LAMENTING the always-impending 
demise of the networks’ afternoon soap 
operas is well-advised to check out the new 
season of True Blood. As much as any ace 
writer for The Bold and the Beautiful, Blood 
creator Alan Ball knows how to juggle 
multiple pretty people and knotty, danger- 
stuffed story lines for the maximum 
amount of breathless romance and over-the-top action. 


I could fill this review space just cataloging each sub- 
plot. Instead, I'll go for a big-picture analysis and get 
down to a few specifics. First, Ball now so owns these 
characters created by novelist Charlaine Harris that 
he can, in the July 10 episode, drop in a quick shot of 
(minor spoiler alert) Anna Paquin’s Sookie reading a 
Charlaine Harris novel, as though the books themselves 
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were a part of Ball’s fictional world. Second, 
what Ball is up to this season is nothing 
less than a reinvention of nearly every 
major character. 

After a brief season-premiere visit to 
fairyland, Sookie has come back to Bon 
Temps a newly emboldened woman. She’s 
no longer taking guff from anyone; as with 
all of True Blood’s identity politics, once 
Sookie learns who she really is (in her case, 
a fairy), it empowers her. Thus, when 
she returns to find that Eric (Alexander 
Skarsgard) has bought her house as a 
means of controlling her, she doesn’t wail 
the way early-period Sookie would have. 
Now she talks about how fed up she is with 
being lied to and exploited by these damn 
vampires. When Eric says in the July 3 
episode, “Your blood tastes like freedom, 
Sookie,” he doesn’t realize he’s talking 
about her freedom, not his own. 

Stephen Moyer’s Bill, once a sensitive 
agonizer, is now a strutting king among 
vamps, admitting with oily ease that he 
deceived Sookie the past few seasons to 
attain his power goals. Tara (Rutina Wesley) 


has decided she likes girls and mixed- 
martial-arts fighting more than whining and 
crying—a big, welcome change for her. The 
season's significant new character is a witch 
played with wizardly virtuosity by Fiona 
Shaw (Harry Potter’s Petunia Dursley). As 
for Eric, he falls under a spell that renders 
him a virtual blank slate. It’s fun to see 
Skarsgard, usually so knowingly wily, turn 
his character into a meek kitten with fangs. 

In general, the new True Blood is grappling 
with the notion of change—how to deal with 
it, and how to use it. The choices? Face it 
with either mature grace or callow fearful- 
ness. Regardless, it’s time, as one character 
says in a future hour, to “vamp up.” B+

Juggling the themes of famine, fame, and 
family, Torchwood: Miracle Day—conceived by 
series creator Russell T Davies, with some epi- 
sodes written by Buffy and Dollhouse vet Jane 
Espenson—makes a smooth transatlantic 
shift that will, I hope, broaden this marvelous, 
tense fantasy franchise’s audience.

Unlike Jeff Lindsay’s 
Dexter Morgan, the serial killer who targets only fellow 
killers, Jake is generally less discriminating in his 
selection of victims. But even he gives in to charitable 
impulses, of a sort: “Two nights ago I’d eaten a forty-three- 
year-old hedge fund specialist. I’ve been in a phase of 
taking the ones no one wants.” Jake is not only quite the 
raconteur, he’s also a major horndog—the book’s many sex 
scenes are just as graphic as the kills. “The werewolf gets 
dyslexia and a permanent erection,” Duncan notes, while 
the vampires whose presence makes Jake physically ill are 
immortal and sexless. Take that, True Blood fans! 

Duncan creates a world that is completely imagined, if 
occasionally implausible. (Why are the werewolf stalkers so 
strangely chivalrous, refusing to take Jake down when he’s 
in his human state?) He’s blocked out vivid action sequences 
that will smooth the way for the no-doubt soon-to-be-hired 
screenwriter. But mostly, he’s crafted a clever narrative with 
a memorable antihero at its feral, furry heart. B+

Gully Wells 
MEMOIR

Those who follow smart-set 
Brit-lit chat know that roughly 

a billion women have claimed 
British novelist Martin Amis as 
a boyfriend over the years. Gully 
Wells, 60, a features editor at 
Condé Nast Traveler magazine, is 
one of them. But that, she swears, is not really

what The House in France is about—at least, 
not only. This engrossingly appalling memoir is 
ostensibly about how much the Paris-born, 
London-bred, New York-based author loved 
her mother, the late American journalist Dee 
Wells, who made her career in England. 
Calling herself a “wild savage,” Mummy 
constructed a life defined by headstrong rebel- 
lion and seriously iffy mothering, all of which 
was cushioned by privilege. First and briefly, 
she married Gully’s American father, a rich 


diplomatic type whom she tired of in Burma; 
then she moved to London, established her 
name as a sassy TV commentator, and set her 
sights on famous Oxford philosopher A.J. 
“Freddie” Ayer. Although she bagged him 
(and made life comfy for him in both London 
and the house she bought in the south of 
France with money from her divorce settle- 
ment), marriage didn’t stop the fellow from 
carrying on with ladies right and left. 

Her mother’s glittering crowd (including Iris 
Murdoch and Bertrand Russell) was terribly 
nonchalant about such stuff, and the author 
swears that even as a little girl, she was too. 
When she grew up, she sampled her own 
beaux, which is where Amis comes in for his 
celebrity cameo: He was her “first great love” 
at Oxford. Later, after she married a nice 
British chap who worked for the BBC, Gully 
and her husband moved to swinging Green- 
wich Village and then Brooklyn, where they 
established their own smart set, anchored by 
frequent houseguest Christopher Hitchens. 

Honestly? Everyone's kind of awful and 
self-absorbed. But even so, there’s something 
guiltlessly compelling about Gully’s own 
attitude of la-di-da. B+

Shock Value

The late ’60s and ’70s were 
not always a happy time for 
those toiling on the cutting 
edge of big-screen horror. 
As actor Edwin Neal says 
about director Tobe Hooper's 
The Texas Chainsaw Massa- 
crein Shock Value, “I moved 
troops through the jungles 
of Vietnam, and it wasn’t as bad as making 
this film.” The result of such efforts was a 
string of terrifying and genre-remolding movy- 
ies that also included Roman Polanski’s Rose- 
mary’s Baby, George A. Romero's Night of the 
Living Dead, John Carpenter’s Halloween, 
Brian De Palma’s Carrie, and Wes Craven’s 
The Hills Have Eyes. In Shock Value, New York 
Times scribe Zinoman attempts to give these 
directors the same treatment Peter Biskind 
gave Spielberg, Scorsese, and Coppola in 

his magnificent Hasy Riders, Raging Bulls. 

In other words, he explains the filmmakers’ 
importance while never letting his cultural 
theorizing get in the way of a good production
